Research Foundation Here 


• THIS UNIVERSITY was Chosen as the seat of a Patent Research 
and Educational Foundation, by the American Patent Law Associa- 
tion as a result of a majqrity referendum vote of the members 
April 15. 

The original resolution, recommending the establishment of 
the Foundation and that it pe ‘ 

composed of representatives of In- 
dustry, othe^ diversities, the U. S. 
Chamber of Commerce, and the 
various technical societies. 

Under the proposed charter the 
Advisory Board . would be priv- 
ileged to request research on mat- 
ters that are within the concern 
of thd Foundation. 

Administration 

Administration of the Founda- 
tion will be in the hands of the 
University. Complete academic 
freedom will be granted with the 
understanding that the underlying 
Idea and .general object of the 
Foundation shall be to educate the 
public with respect to patents. 

The purposes of the Foundation 
inelude promoting aqjl fostering re- 
search, education, training, instruc- 
tion, and publication in the fields 
of patent laws and patent systems 
of the various nations and espe- 
cially of the United States; pro- 
viding of articles and speakers on 
patent subjects; conducting sem- 
inars relating to patents; and 
establishing chairs for the teaching 
of such subjects as the Foundation 
chooses. 

Location In Capital 

The University was chosen as the 
ideal kite for this Foundation be- 
cause of Its location in the Nation's 
capital, its patent tradition, and its 
long experience both In public re- 
lations and in training patent law- 
yers.

f A BRIGHT YOUNG CHAP, recently graduated from Stanford 
University, came up with an idea recently. He is David Fulton 
Who believes that what local colleges and the National Symphony 
need Is a FORUM similar to those functioning on the west coast. 

. Briefly, here is how the system works. A 

E committee of three or more students from each 
college or university acts as a nucleus in form- 
ing and operating a music forum on campus. 
Guest conductors, • soloists, musicians, critics, 
etc., appear from time to time to discuss, and 
perhaps demonstrate, their work. Interest in 
good music is thereby stimulated while a musi- 
cal education is gained or, at least, supple- 
mented. 

In addition to directing the forum's ac- 
tivities, however, the committee also acts as 
agent for the sponsoring body — in this case the National Symphony 
Orchestra — and sells, at substantial discounts, season tickets to 
tta performances. It all boils down to the simple fact that students 
and faculty members will be able to buy one Wednesday series at a 
ten percent discount or both Wednesday series (20 concerts) at a 
twenty percent saving next fall when the campaign gets under 
way. A thousand such tickets have been set aside for this purpose ; 
It is significant to note that the popular Sunday series is not 
Included. 

The forum will be a city-wide project with, it is hoped, all 
Colleges participating. Each person who buys a season ticket will 
“automatically become a member of the National Symphony Fo- 
rum.” Tile leaders from each campus will meet several times 
aach year to formulate future plans, chart progress, and the like. 
The first meeting is tentatively scheduled for May 7. 

We feel this is a worthwhile project — especially for those in- 
stitutions which are so unfortunate as to have no music depart- 
ment. But it is there that the going will be roughest. Readers 
Interested In giving the forum a boost are urged to contact Mr.

Th® Scholarly Approach 
or 

How To Critic l*® Poetry Composed Over 100 Years Afo 
(Written by a -man whose life Is plagued with the thought that maybe 
the eave man had something we’ve lost.) 

• IN USING THE SCHOLARLY approach to poetry there are two 
main points to keep in mind: A) Nobody ever had an original idea; 
B> A scholar never aays plagarised, he says "was Influenced by." 
In the example that follows, the student Is advised to read the 
poem through first for its beauty before perusing the criticism. 

The Lost Love 
By Coleman Northup 

0! Where can my true love be? 

The grass' Is green*, 

But I* am mean*, • 

O!* Where can my true love be?* 

O! She has flown*. 

I am alone*. 

I’ve lost sweet Mary O'Gonskl*. 

* Notice that the pastoral element is introduced at the very 
beginning. It is here, of course, the culmination of a tradition 
that goes back to Theocritus in the third century B. C. In writing 
pastoral poetry, Northup was, perhaps, revolting against the turn 
to city life taking place at thip time. 

* One cannot fail to note the intense sensuousness of the poet 
a* shown by the use of such vivid words as “green.” He seems to 
be saying here that sensuousness, properly conceived, can lead to 
e fuller life. Compare with Spenser, Milton, Keats, and Hyman 
Kaplan. 

* We are Impressed here with the subjective approach of the 
poet. Professor Schoenhausen has suggested that this Is ample 
evidence of his influence on the romantic school. 

*Note the use of archaic language — a good example of the 
debt the poet owes to Chaucer. The word “mean” here implies 
low, that is low In spirit. Professor Gottlieb has paraphrased this 
line, “My very soul shudders with the loneliness of a lost lover." 

’ *How obvious the Byron Influence is here! As Professor 
Drumstrum has said, “The influence of Byron in this line cannot 
be denied, although Northup died before Byron was bom.” The 
use of exclamation is also, of course, further evidence of the 
Chaucerian influence. 

* Note the fine lyrical quality of this line. Professor Barthumb 
has suggested that the intense subjective lyrical quality of this 
line Is indicative of the romantic spirit that pervades Northup’s 
work. Professor Schoenhausen has suggested that Professor 
■arthumb's interpretation is indicative of the romantic spirit that 
pervades Professor Barthumb's work. Professor Gottlieb has sug- 
gested that Professor Schoenhausen is insane. 

* The poet's full genius comes out In his brilliant word choice 
bet*. By using the word “flown,” rather than just “gone,” he 
Imparts an angelic quality to his lost love and raises her to a 
position of majesty equal to that of Dante's Beatrice. Of course, 
the angelic figure Is an example of the religious strain that run 
thrqpgh most of the poet’s work. Recent scholarship has shed 
considerable light on the religious background of Northup. We 
can say, with certainty, that this line might never have been 
written if the poet had not read John Bunyan extensively in his 
fourteenth year. One should note the similarity to such religious 
poets as Herbert, Crashaw, and Hyman Kaplan. Professor Coville 
has observed that the conceit here also shows a metaphysical In- 
fluence. Compare with Donne, Vaughan, and Quarles. 

* Northup now comes to the core of his theme. Here is the 
poet in full flight! The emotional effect on the reader Is tremen- 
dous as the poet conveys to him the terrible feeling of loneliness

PROFILE 

The next time you see Dr. Preston A. McLendon, Professor of Pedi- 
atrics, take a good long look at him. He k s quiet-mannered, soft-spoken 
courtly gentleman who has a way with children. But there’s more. He is 
one of the very few doctors who are entitled to wear the Navy Cross, the 
Distinguished Service Cross, and the Croix <le Guerre! He was decorated 
for his heroism and bravery under fire while he was a Navy battalion 
•urgeon in the 5th regiment, 2nd division, U. S. Marine Corps, during the 
engagement with the enemy at Blancmont, France, in 1918. 

The son of a doctor, he was born in Wadesboro, N. C. After attending 
Wake Forest, he received his medical degree from Columbia University 
In 1915. Since he had a 6-month watt before beginning hia internship, he 
dodded to go to Serbia where most of the country's doctors had died in 
the widespread typhus epidemic which swept the Balkans in 1914-15. The 
Red Cross had arrang'd for a group of American physicians to go to Ser- 
bia as a relief unit. Dr. McLendon soon learned to speak Serbian and 
found- that medical problems were the same in Serbia as in the U. S. He 
conducted general family practice in the villages, hed clinics, and made 
tisita. He observes that “The Serbians were generally more philosophical 
regarding their illnesses than are Americans." » 

Medicine was decided on as a career when he was 5 or 6 years old. 
He had had a very bad case of GI upset and- when he was recuperating, he 
determined that nothing would do but that he must become a doctor. 
From that time forth, he was known to everybody in the community as 
Doc.” He became interested in pediatrics while studying at Columbia 
under the late Dr. L. Emmet Holt, who later went to Pekin to teach. The 
eeleetive feeding regimen for infants found an early advocate in Dr. 
McLendon In 1942. Later, he, together with Dr. Parks, was chiefly instru- 
mental in setting up the roomlng-ln arrangement at the George Washing- 
ton University H&apiital. He has participated in some of the original work 
done on the clinical use of paramlnobenzolc acid end aureomycin in Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever. GI manifestations of food allergy have always 
been a source of great interest to him. / 

He Is a member of Sigma Psi, Smlth-Reed-Russell Society, the Ameri- 
can Medical Association, the Cosmos Club, and is alternate District Chair- 
man for the American Academy of Pediatrics. He is also a member of the 
Conference on Problems of Early Infancy of the Josiah Macy, Jr., Founda- 
tion of N. Y., and a member of the Southern Medical Association.
